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Municipal Projects 
Move Alorig Despite 
Vacation Season

While you enjoy the summer sun, waves 


* at the beach and watermelon in the park, 
» Andover officials are quietly moving ahead 
» with major projects that will: 


RENOVATE Elm Square; 

WIRE local homes with cable television; 

DEVELOP the old East Junior High 
wings for use as combined town and school 
offices; 

OPEN the-new Doherty Junior High; 

REPLACE the Riverina Road pumping 
station, 

DETERMINE the future of the town 
through a new master plan. 

Here’s a briefing on the progress to date. 

ELM SQUARE: 

“Tt really is a 90-day project,’ said Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony, ‘‘and they 
should be done (within that time frame).”’ 

Mahony explained that while he has read 
in the newspapers the renovations may not 
be completed until June 1983, because of the 
wait for new traffic signal equipment and 
the planting of trees and shrubs, he has not 
been notified the project won’t be finished 
this year. 

The project, funded with federal and 
statemoney, is to include reconstructing the 
roadway and landscaping Elm Square, wid- 
ening and resurfacing the roadway and 
sidewalks, installing new traffic signals at 
the intersection of North Main Street and 
Lewis Street, at Elm Street, and at the 
intersection of Main Street and Chestnut 
Street. Also planned are new signs and 
pavement markings to redirect traffic flow 
through the square. 

Mahony has said he expects work to begin 
August 22. 

CABLE T.V.: 

Rollins Cablevision started hanging lines 
this week in those areas that don’t have 
underground utilities for eventual cable 
television hookup, according to Mahony. 
Selectman Gerald Silverman said cable 
television should be on-line in 10 months. 

The company’s tower location is still yet 
to be decided — Mahony said Merrimack 
College in North Andover and the West 
Andover landfill are two sites under consid- 


The cable company plans to sell its serv- 
ices door-to-door throughout town. 

JUNIOR HIGH WINGS: 

The town will decide before the first week 
in September, according to Mahony, wheth- 
er a developer (although a particular one 


will not be chosen) will be brought in to - 


convert the old wings of East Junior High 
into future combined town and school of- 
fices. 

if an outside developer is used for the 
project, special town meeting approval 
would be needed, possibly in October. The 
wings would have to be heated again (They 
currently have no heat). A developer could 
start the project almost immediately, but if 
the town opts to do the project itself, the 
renovation couldn't get started until next 
spring, Mahony said. 

The town manager said the costs of going

both routes will be compared and form the 
basis of a decision. He noted six developers 
have made proposals for the’ project in 
varying stages. 

He said until the future of the wings is 
decided, the future of old town hall will not 
be dealt with. Mahony stressed, however, 
that town hall will not be torn down or even 
altered. 

DOHERTY JUNIOR HIGH: 

Principal Dr. Richard MecGrailreported 
last week he is confident the new school will 
be ready to open when classes begin this 
September. Some painting and carpentry 
will still be on-going, however. 

Jan. 1 is the outside completion date for 


the Memorial Wing. Science labs at the - 


West Junior High are expected to be ready 
for this year. Work will probably continue 
during the fall on the guidance area and the 
media center extension at the high school. 
The auditorium will probably not be ready 
until next spring. 

PUMPING STATION: 

A planned $6 million pumping station off 
Tantallon Road, on what is now part of the 
Shetland Properties in Shawsheen Village, 
to replace the existing 49 year-old station on 
Riverina Road, is now pending federal ap- 
proval, according to Mahony 

He said those he has talked to say the 
project, to be state, local and federally 
funded, will pass in Washington. But while 
Mahony is confident the pumping station is 
on its way, he noted no one can predict a 
White Houseveto. 

It hadbeen previously suggested the 
town’s public works director might travel 
to the nation’s capital in the fall to lobby for 
funds for the pumping station. 

MASTER PLAN: 

‘‘We’ré going to be collecting data for a 
long time,”’ said the town manager. 

Ronald Curran, recently hired as And- 
over’s planning coordinator and facilitator 
for the development of an updated town 
master plan, is currently familiarizing him- 
self with the old plan and attending various 
town committee meetings, according to 
Mahony. 

He said public meetings and presenta- 
tions probably won't start until sometime 
after Labor Day. About 200 townspeople 
received questionnaires asking what prob- 
lems ‘hey thought needed to be addressed in 
the master planning and who else might be 
interested. 

‘We didn’t hit everybody,’’ said Mahony. 
“We didn’t try to.”’ Those who received 
questionnaires were those who have been 
active in town affairs and issues in the past. 
Mahony .said their names were gained 
through ‘‘listings’’ the town had, and that 
the intention was to use them as a control 
group. 

Curran will supervise staff involvment in 
the master planning project, coordinate 
town committee participation, involve the 
citizens of the community and supervise 
consultants who may be hired to work on 
specific portions of the master plan.

The Council made its Merit Aid 
Program award decisions after 
considering the recommendations 
of expert advisory panels in each 
discipline.

The actual amount of funding in 
each case was based on an award 
schedule linked to the applicant's 
average budget over a three year 
period. $2.9 million was awarded 
to 253 groups. & 

Merit Aid is a new program, 
shaped in response to recommen- 
dations from the cultural commu- 
nity for more stable and 
predictable support for basic pro- 
grams and for an application pro- 
cedure that involved less 
paperwork and red tape.

Linda Tober of Hidden Road has what 
many people would consider an impressive 
job: She is council coordinator and cor- 
porate membership developer — a profes- 
sional fundraiser — for the New England 
Aquarium on the Boston waterfront. 

Her title conjures up an image of some- 
one who has spent years climbing up the 
career ladder. But until six months ago, 
Linda Tober had never held what she calls 
‘‘a real job.’’ She had spent the last 20 years 
as a full-time mother and homemaker. 

Poised and articulate, Mrs. Tober wears 
large-rimmed glasses, and her silver hair 
cut short. She explains that when both her 
18-year-old son, Benjamin, and 16-year-old 
daughter, Jennifer, went off to boarding 
school, she found herself with ‘‘time on my 
re sooner than I had expected. And I 

ede I could handle something more 

uctive. 

Pt When she decided to start a career — not 
just a job but ‘something that would grow” 
— Mrs. Tober drew on her background as a 
volunteer worker experienced in soliciting 
funds for worthy causes. She had served as 
president of Hadassah for two years, and 
has been on the board of governors of 
Temple Emanuel for 12 years, the last 
three as vice president. 

She also hoped to take advantage of her 
background in education (a degree in edu- 
cation from Boston University and a year’s 
teaching experience in New York). While 
making the rounds of schools with her chil- 
dren for interviews, she had realized that 
she ‘‘liked the atmosphere I sensed at inde- 


pendent schools. I had a feeling of comfort 
in that environment.” 


She did not, however, want to return to 
teaching — nor did she want to go back to 
school for further education. Which left her 
with no positive path to follow, until a 
friend suggested the field of development. 

“It was the first time I had ever heard the 
wofd development. I had to ask her, what 
does it mean? And I found it means profes- 
sional fundraising within the non-profit sec- 
tor.”’ 

The same helpful friend pointed Mrs. 
Tober toward Continuum, a career educa- 
tion program in Newton. After attending an 
open house in December, 1980 and hearing 
“very good things, exciting things’ about 
the program from a number of acquaint- 
ances, she enrolled in the seven-month pro- 
gram ‘‘almost immediately.”’ 

She won ‘‘a great deal of support’ from 
her husband, Dr. Edward Tober, a surgeon. 
He was ‘‘very supportive, very excited,” 
she recalls. Her children were less in- 
volved. ‘‘Their needs were already being 
met. And I suppose at that point one of their 
needs was to see less of me,”’ she adds, 
laughing. 

At Continuum, she learned how to write a 
resume and develop a job-hunting strategy. 
The program also included two internships 
and weekly workshops that amounted to 

“group support sessions — rap sessions, 
really, where we shared our feelings about 
everything*in general. That was very valu- 
able 

Her first ten-week internship, working on 
a solicitation project in the Simmons Col- 
lege development office, was ‘‘wonderful. I 
wanted to find out right away if devel- 
‘ opment was really for me, and it was just 
hand-in-glove.”’ 

Her next internship at the Lowell Insti- 
tute for Savings was pleasant, but confirm- 
ed her feeling that she belonged in 
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development, rather than in ‘‘the banking 
atmosphere. But learning what I didn’t 
want was just as important as learning 
what I wanted,’’ she points out. 

She left the program with “‘everything I 
needed. I had a beautiful resume, and I 
knew what.to do with it. I had interview 


skills, follow-up skills — I just had to test it ° 


out.” 

Among the best advice she left with: 
count on the job search lasting at least six 
months. (Linda’s lasted more than four.) 
Without that expectation, she says, ‘I 
might have folded. But I knew that I was on 
target. And in four and a-half months of 


almost full-time job searching, I never put 
my typewriter away. 


Mrs. Tober approached the often-frus- 
trating task of finding a job with a positive 
attitude: ‘‘It was very exciting watching all 
that strategy become reality. It gave me a 
tremendous sense of gratification.” 

She followed her strategy to the letter, 
and two key steps — keeping and using a list 
of contacts (“‘anyone who would know any- 
one or anything, or help in any way’’), and 
joining professional organizations — were 
the ones that led the Aquarium to her. 

Early this year, after the holiday rush, 
Mrs. Tober felt her first pangs of discour- 
agement. She planned to wait a little while 
and then start searching in earnest once 
again, but worried that she might not ‘‘have 
the incentive to start up again. I was a little 
apprehensive that I would come to a 
screeching halt.”’ 

And then the director of development at 
the Aquarium called. ‘‘They had called the 
Massachusetts Society of Fundraisers — 
one of the organizations I had joined — and 
there they had my resume and my refer- 
ence from Simmons on file. And within a 
week I had the job. 

“It was wonderful to be pursued!”’ she 
notes happily.

She now acts as the liaison between a 
recently-formed group of fundraising volun- 
teers, known as the Council, and Aquarium 
staff. And as corporate membership devel- 
oper, she is currently doing research for an 
ongoing corporate solicitation campaign. 

‘The atmosphere at the Aquarium is just 
tremendous,’’ she says warmly. ‘Everyone 
there is very enthusiastic, very sensitive, 
very caring, about the environment and 
about people. And I’ve learned a lot about 
the world of water. We’ve had a baby dol- 
phin, a baby sea lion, and a baby penquin 
born since I’ve been there — and those are 
very exciting things.”’ 

She is so enthusiastic about her job that 
she even declares, ‘‘I don’t mind the com- 
mute one bit,’ adding, ‘‘Boston is such an 
exciting city. I love it.”’ 

Making the transition from. homemaker 
to working woman has been easier than 
Mrs. Tober expected, she says. “‘I surprised 
myself — not once have I felt that I’m 
missing something.” (Although she admits 
that ‘‘I find every three weeks or so I could 
probably use a day to catch up.’’) 

She still keeps up with her volunteer work 
in the community, ard still finds time to 
enjoy ‘‘antiquing, fine restaurants and quiet 
weekends in New Hampé$hire” with her 
husband. “Evenings and weekends have 
taken on a new meaning. | still have time 
for leisure, and I appreciate it more. It’s 
become more valuable to me.”’ 


As for Dr. Tober, ‘He claims it’s a big 
ego trip for him,’’ she says, smiling. “I 
think he’s very proud — extremely proud.”’ 

Linda says she still has much to learn, 
about her job, and about ‘‘being a working 
woman in a profession.’’ But she already 
has an eye toward the future. ‘‘For an entry 
into the field, I'm delighted. Right now I’m 
totally satisfied. But I do want someday to 
move up.”’ 


She is more than enthusiastic about the 
Continuum program: ‘‘I just cannot say 
enough good things about it. The jobs are 
there, but there is so much competition — 
just for attention, never mind your qualifi- 


cations — that you have to learn how to 
come in the back way. 


But Linda Tober is not afraid to give 
herself credit for her accomplishment. 
‘Women have a way of saying, ‘Oh, I was 
lucky.’ You never hear a man saying that. 
Well, I do feel ag | to pave such a good 
opportunity for my first job. 

‘But I was prepared when the opportuni- 
ty came along,’’ she says firmly. ‘‘I feel 
responsible for the luck.”’

A Language All Its Own 


By John P. Sawyer 


At 12 years-old, most kids on summer 
vacation are pitching baseballs, playing 
termis or bodysurfing at the beach. 

But for the past week, Susie Parish, a 
Pike School student, has been home at And- 
over Gardens learning a new language. 

It’s not French or Spanish. But it is for- 
eign to most of us. 

It’s Logo. 

And it’s Turtle Geometry. 

Susie’s learning a new computer lan- 
guage, and under the observation and tute- 
lage of her mother, Chris Parish, a teacher 
in the Hamilton-Wenham Regional échool 
District, and Kim Rogers, also a teacher at 
Hamilton-Wenham, she’s actually teaching 
the machine how to work for her. 

Logo will give Susie a unique experience; 
she will learn how to use the computer as a 
tool. 

“It’s not a toy,’’ explained her mother. 
‘It’s really a learning process. It goes into 
the power of the mind.”’ 

And with the growing importance of com- 
puters in industry and society, Susie, like an 
increasing number of school children in 
cities and towns, will gain the benefit of 
becoming ‘‘computer literate,’ as her 
mother puts it. 

“It’s going to be affecting our lives in so 
many ways,” said Mrs. Parish. 

The Logo language and other related pro- 
gramming activities were developed by the , 
Logo Group at the Artificial Intelligence 
Lab of Massachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy. The Group was under the leadership of 
Professor Seymour Papert, who had 
worked several years with Swiss psycholo- 
gist Jean Piaget, noted for his books about 


the differens aspects of childhood devel- « 


opment. 

Piaget’s recent book, ‘“‘Mindstorm,”’ dis- 
cussesthe relationship between computers 
and learning that led to the development of 
the Logo language. 

Logo is a powerful, high-level computer 
language designed for educational purposes 
— especially as a programming language 
suitable for children. This aspect of the 
Logo language includes commands to make 
a simulated robot-turtle produce geometric 
designs on a television screen — hence the 
name, Turtle Geometry. 

As the turtle moves on the screen, it 
leaves a trace of its path by making a 
drawing, much like that of. the Etch-A- 
Sketch game. The student programmer 
controls the turtle by typing commands on a 
keyboard, such as FD (forward), BK (back- 
wards), LT (left turn) and RT (right turn) 


according to the number of geometric de- 
grees commanded 


To make the turtle draw a square, for 
example, the following Logo program 
would be typed: 

To Square. 

Repeat 4 (FD 100 RT 90). 

End. 

What sets the Logo language apart is 
this: It is a procedural language very easy 
to use but with powerful possibilities for 
application, according to Rogers. 

The key is the word ‘procedural.’ You 
teach or program the computer (or turtle) 
to perform a certain function, say to create 
a square, and-it stores that information. 
From then on, whenever you want that 
function performed (the square created), 
you needn’t explain to the computer how to 
do it all over again by typing all the com- 
mands. A simple .command asking for, a 


square of a certain size is all that is re- 
quired. 

Logo simplifies the process of using a 
computer, especially when compared to 
Basic Language, in which every step of 
every process must be commanded by the 
operator in detail for the function to be 
performed. 

Mrs. Parish also points out that with 
Logo, ‘‘The computer is being used as a 
tool.’’ The child teaches the computer to do 
what she wants it to do, or in other words, 
Susie learns to control the machine by using 
the language it understands. 

In using the computer, the student uti- 
lizes math skills, terminology, and as Rog- 
ers explained, it is a way for children to 


become exposed to geometry. and have - 


some fun with it. 

The learning process of Logo ‘‘far ex- 
ceeds the Atari games’”’ which call upon the 
user’s fine motor coordination, according to 
Mrs. Parish. She said the student learns 
problem-solving and procedure through 
Logo — skills that a child will eventually 
use in other aspects of his or her life. 

Susie agrees. 

“I Have to figure out all the steps,’’ she 
said. ‘‘I think it’s fun to do.’’ And although 
she noted that she probably won’t seek a 
future career in the computer industry, she 
said, “‘At least I'll know how to use the 
computer.” 

Rogers and Mrs. Parish are observing 
and tutoring Susie for a report they will 
submit to Hamilton-Wenham Schools, 
where Logo is already being integrated into 
the math program in grades three to six. 
Their goal is to observe Susie’s learning 
style, according to Mrs. Parish, and specifi- 
cally to observe... 

HOW THE computer can be used as a tool 
— the computer as an object to think with 
— in the Logo environment; 

THE LEARNING style of the student — 
the power of ideas through the power of the 
mind, how the student develops her own 
ideas about what she wants the computer to 
do, and how she solves the problem of 
making the computer carry out her inten- 
tions; 

THE LINKS between the student’s past 
mathematical experiences and problem- 
solving capabilities; 

STUDENT INTUITJVE and _ initiative 
qualities, as well as emotional reactions to 
the computer; 

THE CONCEPTS related to ‘‘bugs’’ and 
“‘de-bugging’’ — finding errors and correct- 


ing them. To fix errors in programming, ~ 


the user must first understand what hap- 
pened in the computer’s terms; 

THE DEVELOPMENT of structural pro- 
gramming, subdividing programs into natu- 
ral parts to facilitate de-bugging 
procedures ; 

HOW NEW ideas are acquired as a means 
of satisfying a personal need to do some- 
thing one could not do before; 

HOW A CHILD can learn without being 
taught — Piaget’s image of the child and 
the teacher as a facilitator. 

‘We're amazed at Susie’s growth in four 
days,’’ said Mrs. Parish. 

At first Susie was only able to command 
the computer to draw simple geometric 
shapes. 

“You get into more complex designs as 


ou learn how to control it,’’ said Mrs. 
arish. 


Soon Susie was programming -triangles -,

and pinwheels and then combining different ~ 


shapes into new designs. The computer also 
allowed her to use different colors in the 
etchings. She programmed her own name 
and spelled it on the video screen. She even 
came up with some original designs — one 
she called Maze Craze and another, 3-D. 

Brookline schools were first used in the 
pilot study for Logo and Turtle Geometry, 
according to Mrs. Parish, and only recently 
has Logo been made available to other 
schools. $ 

As the computer field gfows, she said, the 
question still remains as to how computers 
will be integrated and implemented into 
town school systems. For one thing, teach- 


ers will have to learn how to use the ma- 
chines. 

The cost of computers may also be a 
deterrent in a town’s effort to bring the new 
technology into its school system, accord- 
ing to Rogers, although he said the price of 
equipment is on its way down. 

One thing is for sure — more and more 
students are gradually being exposed to 
computers as business and society become 
more dependent on them. 

And when Rogers asked Susie whether 
the past week she had spent learning to 
operate the computer had seemed more 
like work or fun, she answered, ‘‘fun.”’

areas of the green belt separating the ac- 
cess road and the backyards, such as Kap-

Kappeler was concerned about traffic and 
headlights at night. 

Dr. Albert Rothseid, 44 Porter Road, 
expressed concern over possible flooding of 
his backyard.

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Planners, Co-ordinator Work On 
Organizing Master Plan Process 


The ball is now rolling, but-what the 
planning board seeks is an organized, set 
procedure through which to update the 
town’s master plan and a way to involve the 
community in that process. 

The board met Tuesday night with Ronald 
Curran, recently hired as planning coordi- 
nator and facilitator for the master plan- 
ning project, to discuss the progress to date 
and suggest ideas as to how the master 
planning process should work. 

The updated master plan will cover a 
range of issues important to the town, such 
as Subdivision rules and regulations, zoning 
by-laws, possible expansion of the central 
business district and the need for more 
multi-family housing. 

Curran is to supervise staff involvment in 
the project, coordinate town committee 
participation, involve the citizens and su- 
pervise consultants who may be hired to 
atk on specific portions of the master 


But just how the whole process will come 
together is still in the organization stage. 
Planning Board Chairman Jerry Greer 
suggested once the general public identifies 
problems that need to be addressed, com- 
mittees could be set up to discuss the prob- 
lems and make recommendations for 
review by Carran and the planning board. 
But Greer said Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony suggested that town hall staff, Cur- 
ran and himself could gather input from the 
community and forward it to the planning 
board. This, said Greer, would put more 
onto the shoulders of the planning board. 
Paul Curley, planning board member, 
noted that the board alone can’t deal with 
every issue in town — that other boards will 


have to be somehow involved. 

Andrew Girdwood, Jr., planningboard 
member, agreed with Greer’s idea of form- 
ing subcommittees. But he gaid getting the 
involyment of townspeople in the master 
planning process will be difficult ‘‘to get off 
the ground.”’ 

Mahony has already sent a letter to about 
200 selected members of the community, 
asking them to suggest areas of concern 
and identify others who might be contacted. 
Those who received letters were former 
selectmen, present members of town 
boards and commissions, former chairmen 
of boards and commissions and other citi- 


George Moran, planning board member, 
suggested the board seek community in- 
volvment on issues’ identified from re- 
sponses to these letters and set up 
committees. 

Curran said about 16 responses have been 
received thus far, with principle areas of 
concern identified as zoning, central busi- 
ness district and parking. He said the let- 
ters sent out will probably identify about 12 
major areas of concern from which more 
specific questions could be developed and 
more far-reaching surveys conducted 

Moran maintained that to involve more 
people than the 200 who received letters, 
task forces on certain issues might be es- 
tablished. But he questioned how well-at- 
tended public meetings would be. 

Curley said meetings probably won’t be 
well-attended unless the issue under consid- 
eration is controversial. He said the plan- 
ning board might have to identify issues it 
thinks will be central and get the whole

Cross Street — a site reserved for a future 
school — to be possibly used temporarily as ,

Pearson said she has asked those in favor 
of the playground to submit some definitive 
plans, including what role the town might 
play in the project, for review by the town 
manager, who could schedule a public hear- 
ing if he deems it necessary. 

She said the town manager and selectmen 
would make the final decision on the play- 
ground. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony ex- 
plained this week that the play area was to 
be a self-help project on the part of those 
parents requesting the facility, and that this 
type of activity is usually something to be 
encouraged. He also said there are disad- 
vantages to having a playground next door. 

Mahony noted that when a solid proposal 
is submitted, a hearing will be scheduled. 

“I think it’s very modest what they’re 
suggesting,”’ he said.

Of Primary Concern 


Primary elections generally capture sparse attention 
for any number of reasons. 

Predominant among the excuses which are given for 
not exercising one’s franchise on primary day, is the 
necessity to declare oneself as either Democrat or 
Republican, if not already enrolled. 

There are other reasons given, such as the most 
common comment, ‘“‘my vote won’t mean that much.”’ 

This year in Andover, there is more than enough 
incentive for voters to get to the polls on primary day, 
Sept. 17, since the votes cast will determine the candi- 
dates for the state representative seat being vacated by 
Rep. Gerald M. Cohen at the completion of his term in 
December. 

There are seven Democrats seeking the nomination, 
all but one from Andover. Two Republicans are seeking 
the GOP nomination. In the final election in November 
there will be an independent, or unenrolled candidate on 
. the ballot. 

It is evident then, that Andover voters should cast 
aside whatever thoughts or excuses they previously had 
about primary elections and take an active interest in 
this year’s election. 

There will, of course, be other contests on the prima- 
ry ballot, not the least of which is the important deci- 
sion of who will receive the party nominations for 
governor and other constitutional offices. 

But, for the moment, let us concentrate on the local 
contest. 

Changes in recent years in election laws, now permit 
participation in the primary, and an immediate return 
to the unenrolled status if a voter so desires. 

Asking for either Democrat or Republican ballot on 
primary day enrolls the voter in that party. Following 
the casting of the ballot, the voter may then obtain a 
card at the polling place and return it to the town 
clerk’s office which will result in the return to indepen- 
dent status. 


Up until Aug. 17, Andover voters may change their 
party designation if they so desire in order to support 
one of the several candidates seeking the nomination 
for state representative, or other offices if they so 
desire. 

But, this action must be taken prior to the Aug. 17 
deadline, which is also the cutoff date for new voters to 
register in order to participate in the primary. 

A visit to the town clerk’s office during regular 
business hours will accomplish all this in a few minutes 
time. - ; 

Cohen’s announcement that he would not seek re- 
election has produced the most interest in a state 
election in Andover in some time. 

It altered the plans of at least ten people who might 
ordinarily have been off enjoyong the summer vacation 
season, but instead are concentrating on a primary 
election campaign designed primarily to interest And- 
over voters in their candidacies. 

While the district includes a portion of Lawrence, it is 
rather obvious that Andover, just from a population 
standpoint, is in control of choosing who will represent 
the area in the next legislative session on Beacon Hill. 

The candidates will continue to work diligently to win 
voters between now and Sept. 17. It is only fair that 
their efforts be rewarded by a good turnout on election 


day, which can only happen if Andover voters take the - 


time to insure that they can participate in the primary 
process. 

Taking a moment or two in the next couple of weeks 
to be sure of proper enrollment for the candidate of 
your choice is one step. 

For the independent voter, marking the calendar for 
the few minutes it will take to cast a ballot on Sept. 17, 
with a note that the unenrolled status can be regained 
with ease, will be beneficial. 

The candidates, through their efforts, are deserving 
of that attention. ,

The rulers of Russia have

There’s a certain logic 
behind this thinking. e 
Arabs have been unreliable 
allies and have also been 
badly beaten every time 
they have fought the 
Israelis. 

After each defeat, the 
Arabs have blamed their 
Soviet weapons. This tends 
to give Soviet armaments a 
bad name. The Russians, of 
course, insist the real cause 
of the Arab failure.to thwart 
the Israelis has not been the 
weapons but the troops who 
have used them. 

As far back as 1970, it 
occurred to Soviet leaders 
that they might be backing 
the wrong side.

Obvi- 
ously, those most in danger 
of this kind of lead poisoning 
are children in inner cities. 
They’re surrounded by auto 
exhaust wherever they go. 

One internal EPA docu- 
ment we’ve seen warns of 
the dangers that will result 
if the standards are raised to 
allow more lead in gasoline. 
It states: 

“Relaxing EPA’s lead 
standards could push an 
additional 2 to 4 percent of 
black and white pre-school

From The Cellar At 19 


To National 


Prominence

They make tactile and membrane key- 
boards — those space age electronic 
switches you see on microwave ovens, vi- 
deo games and a number of other more 
Sophisticated uses. 

And led by 26 year-old company President 
Terry Dorman, a Phillips Andover Acade- 
my graduate who, at age 19, started the 
business out of the basement of his parents’ 
home, the Dorman Bogdonoff Corporation 
of Andover is the largest firm of its kind in 
the nation. 

‘“‘We’re the largest privately-held sup- 
plier solely producing this type of product,”’ 
notes Dorman. ‘This is our only business.”’ 

Located in the Shetland Industrial Park 
on Haverhill Street since 1977, Dorman 
Bogdonoff Corp. anticipates sales of $6.5 
million in 1982 — that in an annual market- 
place of $50 million for membrane key- 
boards and $40 million for tactile. 

Last year at this time, the company em- 
ployed 50 workers. That number is now 120. 
Dorman Bogdonoff Corp. ships in excess of 
25,000 keyboards per day — almost 40,000 
per day this month. The customer base has 
been tripled this year. 

“We've been very successful in devel- 
oping new customers,’’ explains Dorman. 

Reasons for success are many — among 
them the firm’s expertise in engineering 
and graphics and its ability to engineer a 
project from concept to completion. 

But success is also related to the ingenui- 
ty and hard work of the company’s young 
president — and the successful manage- 
ment team he has put together. 

‘It amounts to a certain amount of tunnel 
vision and drive,’ Dorman says. 

It all started when he took a screen print- 
ing course at Phillip’s Academy and later 
became interested in graphic panels and 
circuitry. 

Upon graduation, Dorman decided to take 
time off before going on to college. He and 
partner Peter Bogdonoff started the busi- 
ness as a small screen printing firm in the 
basement of Dorman’s parents’ home in 
Boxford. 

After about 1% years into it, he says, 
Dorman decided that instead of returning to 
school, he would raise the necessary money 
and find the right people to forge ahead 
with Dorman Bogdonoff Corp. ‘‘We raised 
money through private investors,”’ he says, 
and the company started developing and 
selling the product in 1977. 


Peter Bogdonoff left in 1978 to pursue 
other interests. That left Dorman as the 
sole owner. Last year he sold some stock to 
three Boston investment institutes and 
some company employees. 

Dorman credits his firm's success large- 
ly to a ‘very dedicated’ management team 
that has helped the company double its 
sales volume each year. His own expertise 
centers around product development. Like 
himself, his management circle is aggres- 
sive, hardworking and young — they proba- 
bly average 40 years-old or less. 

‘It's a young company,”’ notes Dorman. 

He also credits the company’s quality 
product, service-oriented nature and size — 
which allows Dorman Bogdonoff Corp. to be 
flexible in meeting customer needs — for 
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the business’s success. The product is sold 
by direct salesmen and through manufac- 
turers’ representatives. 

The membrane and tactile keyboard field 
is ‘‘fairly new’ and ‘‘a very competitive 
industry,” according to Dorman? 

The original concept was developed in the 
late 1960’s and became most visible to the 
public in the late 1970’s with the advent of 
microwave ovens and the Parker Brothers’ 
Mr. Merlin game. 

Membrane and tactile keyboards are flat- 
touch panel keyboards that trigger an elec- 
tronic switch to activate a machine or some 
other use. The difference between the two 
is the touch — you can feel the switch click 
on the tactile keyboard, but you can’t on the 
membrane. Use of one or the other is deter- 
mined by user and design preference. 

Dorman Bogdonoff Corp.’s strength lies 
in the instrumentation and controls market. 
The company’s keyboards are used in con- 
sumer electronics and medical and military 
instrumentation. Customers include Mag- 
navox (the Odyssey video game), Coleco, 
McDonnell Douglas, Regency and Pitney 
Bowes. 

The firm sells a large variety of articles, 
yet, ‘Our emphasis is higher technology, 
more sophisticated instrumentation and 
control keyboards,’’ says Dorman. 

These products are lower volume, but 
higher return per item, as opposed to the 
video game product. 

Dorman Bogdonoff Corp. has 15 major 
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Terry Dorman 


competitors, including Amp, Centralabs 
and Microswitch. There are about 60 small 
companies that also have the product. 

Since being in Andover, Dorman says he 
has found the town to be strategically lo- 
cated for his business — one half-hour from 
the airport, near southern New Hampshire 
and at the junction of Routes 128, 495, 93, 114 
and 28. 

‘We find the labor in this area to be very 
good,”’ he adds. 


Four Banks Consolidate 


To Form Pioneer Financial 


Directors, officers and depositers of four 
Eastern Massachusetts cooperative banks, 
with assets totalling $325 million, have 
agreed to consolidate as of July 23, 1982. 
The new bank, to be called Pioneer Finan- 
cial, will be the largest cooperative bank in 
the state. 

The bank will have 19 brancfhes—incor- 
porating the offices of Malden Cooperative, 
based in Malden; Home Town Cooperative, 
based in Newton; Pioneer Cooperative (the 
oldest cooperative bank in Massachusetts, 
chartered in 1877), based in Boston; South 
Middlesec Cooperative, based in Framing- 
ham. The geographic range of Pioneer Fi- 
nancial will cover five counties, from 
downtown Boston to Framingham and from 
Andover down to Norwell. ‘The strength of 
this organization will give us an infusion of 
vitality to better serve our customers,” 
said Edward Marston, president of Malden 
Cooperative and chairman of the board for 
Pioneer Financial. 

The members of the four cooperatives 
apparently agree with the strategy, as they 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of the con- 
solidation at ‘shareholders meetings’’ held 
by each of the banks earlier this month. 

The Banking Commissioner, Gerald Mul- 
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Edward Marston 


ligan, has approved the consolidation. The 
Central Bank, which insures the holdings of 


Dorman is planning on continued success 
for his company and the development of 
new products in the future. When the firm 
began in 1977, it occupied less than 25 per 
cent of the space it now encompasses in the 
Shetlands property. 

‘We've been growing real fast,’’ notes 
Dorman. 

In the future, the company will either 
obtain more space in its current building or 
set up part of its operation elsewhere.

“nothing large scale’’ and that the parents’ 
group hoped to keep it hiddenbehind trees. 
Gould said the play area her group is seek- 
ing would be ‘‘unobtrusive”’ and similar to 
the one at Pomp’s Pondwith ‘‘passive rec- 
reation’’ — just a play area, with maybe a 
ball field and some swings. 

* She said the parents themselves plan to 
do some fundraising and expect to supply 
equipment for the playground. She said she 
hopes the town might supply playground- 
counselors. 

Pearson said if she is asked she will 
recommiend a decision one way or another. 

“I have been generally in favorof it,’’ she 
said, adding that West Andover “‘is deserv- 
ing of services.’ She explained she ‘‘can 
understand’ some of the concerns raised 
against the playground. 

Back in May, a group of West Andover 
residents sent an unsigned letter to the 
TOWNSMAN claiming a playground would 
be a ‘‘serious detriment”’ to their neighbor- 
hood and might cause‘‘our beloved home- 
sites and lifestyles to be destroyed.” 

The letter linked litter, traffic, vandal-

process moving. He suggested that the let- 
ter-questionnaire already sent out was di- 
rected to only a small and active group of 
people — and that they might not represent 
others in town.

By its next meeting, the planning board 
hopes to come up with some kind of process 
and organization to structure the master 
planning project. 

Curran told board members he has spent 
his first days on the job learning about the 
town, its history, how it spends its money, 
meeting town officials. He said he needs 
about another eight to ten days to familiar- 
iz@himself with Andover. 

Curran has described himself as~-an infor- 
mation finder, a listener, someone who can 
synthesize ideas and will work closely with 
the planning board, other town boards and 
citizens.
